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DETAILED ACTION 



The amendment filed July 3, 2003 has been entered. Claims 1,3-15 and 18-21 are 
pending, claims 5-6 and 12-13 remain withdrawn. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: a structure positioned adjacent the second end. 

Conversely, there is an inconsistency between the language in the preamble and the body 
of the claim, thereby making the scope of the claim unclear. Applicant is required to clarify 
whether the claim is intended to be drawn to the subcombination or the combination, and amend 
the claim to be consistent with the intent. The subcombination of a "gasket" is recited, yet the 
combination of a "device" is recited. 



A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg Co : , 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



Double Patenting 



U.S.C. 101. 
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Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 20. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Purinton 
(Figure 5). 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Pinter et al. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Fetcenko et al 
(Figure 2). 



Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 7-9, 14-15 and 20-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
The rejection in view of Shiina et al is withdrawn. 
No further comments are deemed necessary at this time.
